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1. The Sozialdemokratische Aktion (Socisl-demosratie Actlion) (SDA) eanducted Y
covrse on *pescs polley™ in Bernmau near Berlin during the peried from 1 to
21 Aprdl 1951, »

2. As participants for this course the SDA selected persons in Western Germany
vho wore without party affiliations but were believed to be susceptible to
Communist doctrines. The prespective students were foued by local representatives
of the SDA vho reprrted their names to the SDA secrotariat on Stubtrarters
. strasse in Frankfurt/tiain. The perso. s selected wiere alerted for their
departure to Dernau either by the SDA secretariat or by the local SDA
representatives. They wers oblired to acquire their interzonal passes themselves;
however, vhen necessary, the SDA secretariat pave the rarticipants addresses
in Jest Berlin %o use in applying for the passes,

3. The participants ancerhled at tho €DA secratariat in Frankfurt/ttain, There
they received 50 Di wert per week for lost wapes and 50 DM east per person
for sponding rieney. An additional allowance was allotted for traveling
expanses, The studeats were directed to report in Deriin at ths KerleLiebe
knecht Haus. Some of them traveled individually on interszonal passes; however,
most of them crossed the zonal border illepally, at the check point near Xronach
{¥ 51/0 58), wx Border police in the Soviet Zone of Germany wore directed
to angist the border crossers in every way possible., The students, who
nuebered ahout 60, wore transported from Berlin to Bernau by truck.

L, The students were not permitted to leave the schocl or to write and receive
letiers for the duration of the instruction courss, Also, they vere directed,
Tor security reasons, to use only their {irst names in contacts with other
students or instructors,

5. Subjects dealt vith during the instruction course included historical and
dialectical materialism, Leninism and Stalinism and friendship with Russia,
Poland, China and eastern blec countries. In additlon Soviet and Soviet Zone
propaganda lilws were dhown. The students wore taken on a special tour of the
rolling »ill in Hennigsdorf (M 53/2 76). After being handed their intorzonal
passes at the Xarl Liebknecht Haus, the students traveled back to the western
Zones of Germany in the same manner as described above,
